Bronx Park is a thickly populated district 
of lower middle-income families living in 
tenements and apartment houses. In the 
Bronx River area at the southeast some 
industry is found. Neighborhood outlets 
are scattered throughout the district. East 
Tremonf Avenue, Third Avenue, Fordham 



Road, and Southern Boulevard are the 
main shopping streets. Pushcart markets 
flourish on Bathgate and Arthur Avenues 
above 173rd Street. Bronx Park borders 
the district on the north and most of the 
east. Crotona Park covers a large area 
at the south. 
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
